Is the seventh m*' inK of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of Canada 
(Montreal Centre) for the present 
reason and a large attendance of 
members, students, and th« goner, ii 
public Is *xpect*d at the Macdonaul 
Thyslct. Laboratory on Wednesday. 
March :oth, at S.13 p m. 

The subject of Tides Is one which 
has occupied the attention of S'r 
Isaac Newton, Polncare, Sir Oeorge 
Darwin and other outstanding mathe- 
matical physicists of the past: while 
In our own day Sir J. H. Jeans, it. 
Jeffrey's and G. I. Taylor have cur- 
ried out further researches upon Tldul 
problems and their cosmbldgiciil 
significance. Tho results :irc of tre- 
mendous Importance and Immense In- 
terest. It Is probable that the lecturer 
on Wednesday evening will refer to 
the work of theso Investigations ani 
give a comprehensive account of Iho

LAST NIGHT'S DEBATE 

The .fact that a problem exists in the in- 
definite relations of the men's and women's so- 
cieties on the campus has become evident this 
year, A groat deal of inconclusive debating last 
nittht at the Meeting of the Delta Sigma with 
tiie Debating Union entirely failed to settle the 
'juestion as to whether the remedy lay in a 
rloser co-operation between the executive of the 
M.W.S.S. and the Students' Council, or whether 
the path lay by way of a merging of the two 
societies as far as a joint control of organiza- 
tions of common interest is concerned. 

The situation at McGill is at variance with 
that existing at most Universities where men 
md women study together. Here, due in the 
first place to the manner in which the women's 
college was incorporated for teaching purposes 
separately from the men's college, the students 
societies have grown up side by side along par- 
allel lines which have never met. In matters of 
joint interest, as in the Revue and the Choral 
Society, and the Daily, some awkward jumping 
from side to side has been necessitated. There 
have been no serious difficulties in the situa- 
tion, but the question has arisen at to whether 
there would be a mutual advantage on both 
sides of the line if there were not some arrange- 
ment— a representation of women on the Coun- 
cil for instance— which would share the re- 
sponsibility and the financial burden over all 
the students at the college. 

The big step would be to put all the stu- 
dents at the University on an even footing in 
one large Students' Society. Advocates of this 
view point out that there would be no necessity 
lor doing away with either separate men's or 
women's societies. There might still be a wo- 
men's organizations as there are distinct un- 
dergraduate societies, controlling subsidiaries 
of its own. 

Other opinions incline to the belief that 
separate organizations are desirable, especially 
in view of the fact that McGill is not a true 
co-educational University in the full sense of 
the word. They think that fuller co-operation 
will serve every useful purpose that more 
drastic action would have. 

The question is still to young and too little 
debated for a fair opinion to have emerged that 
is worth anything. We think however, that be- 
fore many years have passed the matter will 
have grown important enough for a serious 
consideration of the advantages and disadvant- 
ages to be given it. In the meantime, there is an 
opportunity for some serious thinking.

NO. 7— ON NOTHING 

We arc living in 311 age of philological carelessness. 
Vouth has cast aside the restraint of tradition on speech 
as well as on act, and has caused vigorous and ingenious 
verbal concoctions, the better to interpret its new environ- 
ment Sud colour its individuality. Venerable men no longer 
die, they "cash in". Flappers gaze wistfully on the pyramids 
and describe them, with immunity, as "cute." It is an era 
marked by the characterisation oi excessive joy as 
"Whoopee." Colloquial expression both in the spoken and 
written word flourishes, and the tenets of Classicism and 
restraint are ignored. 

It is only to be expected in an age exhibiting these 
improprieties in speech that various contraband expressions 
should become an integral part of the language. It is 
neither j. less natural nor pardonable phenomenon that 
certain traditional values should undergo abuse and 
metamorphosis as generation supersedes generation. A con- 
dition, to be treated with greater gravity and concern, how- 
ever, presents itself when we perceive that certain expres- 
sions of great depth and power have been subjected to the 
same maltreatment, and somewhere on the road of abuse 
have fallen into the rut of stagnation, become devoid of 
=iguiiicancc misused, mishandled, and misundcr-tood. It is 
at the advent of this contingency, that I hasten to the de- 
fence of the word "Nothing." 

Nothing was originally a word of great power and 
significance. It conveyed the idea of an absence of alt 
tilings. As an automync of "Everything" it suggested a 
negative infirmity — an intangibility quite beyond the grasp 
of man. It was an abstract quality which the senses of man 
could conjecture at but never appreciate, just as at the 
other end of tho scale of things, the infinite "Everything 
was quite outside the pale of human conprehension or sus- 
ceptibilities. W'c arc at a loss to describe or even to transmit 
the vaguest impression of this great Negativity, and as in 
all moments of doubt or anxiety, we turn to the Bible for 
aid. Here we discover in the second verse of the Book of 
Cenesis our first and most adequate explanation of the 
infinite Nothing; "and the earth was without form and 
darkness was upon the face of the earth." This passage at 
first seems to offer no clue to the mystery but on closer 
examination v,c an struck by the strangeness of the des- 
cription "and the earth was without form." "Why." the 
phllpi pliers among us exclaim, "that is impossible! l'orm 
is a primary quality or one that is inherent in the mhid. 
liven Locke and Berkeley, despite other differences, agree 
that it is impossible to conceive of an object without form. 
How then arc we to conceive of an earth without form as 
described in Genesis?" The solution calms the anxieties of 
these young metaphysicians. It is not necessary that we at- 
tempt to raise up to the mind's rye an image of the materia! 
world before the time of creation. The passage In Genesis 
is simply a terse, effective description of Nothing, a form- 
less, colourless, negative void, an essence of absence, an in- 
tangible unconsciousness like sleep or death. 

After having found a definition for the word "Nothing," 
and a hazy impression of its significance we look around us 
seeking for an effective application of the expression. To 
whom shall we turn for an illustration of the depth and 
iwwer with which the word can be used, sooner than to 
Shakespeare, the tamer and master of all expressions: Thus 
we examine the memorable soliliquy by Macbeth in Act V 
scene V, beginning "Tbmorrow and tomorrow and to- 
morrow,".* passage which sums tip in a few words the ul- 
timate philosophy of all schools of Pessimism, and find that 
it ends with a comparison of life with "a tale told by an 
idiot, full of sound and fury, signifying Nothing." What a 
power and suggestiveness there are in that word! With 
Macbeth we feel the full futility of life, the insignificance 
of man on earth, the smallncss of his deeds and desires. The 
Nothing drops at the end of the soliliquy like a crack of 
doom. Wr realize the inevitability of fate and our helpless- 
ness. We fear death, destruction and chaos. A thousand 
vague suggestions of dread and despair surge through our 
mind.'. Our faith has been erased with the blow of fate, and 
w-ï face the unknown, the infinite — Nothing. 

Nevertheless, this noble word with all its suggestive 
potentialities has been wretchedly degraded and reduced to a 
mere drudge in the household of language, the most abused, 
the meanest of all expressions. For what can be of littler 
importance than the idea it now conveys? What can be of 
lesser value than the non-existence of a particular thing? 
Or tn ask a question using "Nothing" in the modern accept- 
ed sense, we inquire, "What is less than Nothing?"; and 
the reply immediately given by the average citizen in the 
ill-considered vernacular, it "Nothing." Thus the man on 
the street asks his neighbour what he has had for dinner, 
and the latter, implying that he has not yet dined answers 
"Nothing." Thus the anxious mother demands of the mail- 
carrier a letter from her sou at college, and the mail-car.'kr 
with no sense of the abstract and devoid of susceptibility 
to philological distincts, replies, "Nothing." employing a 
word expressing the lack of all things in the stead of a 
word denoting the absence of a particular commodity. 

Not only has the word undergone the humiliation of 
becoming a vulgar expression, indicative of non-cxister.cc 
or non-posscssiou. but it has tasted the very dregs of mor- 
tification and become a mere relative term. It has lost not 
only the express significance which is lent to it by its por- 
tion at the negative infinity, extreme to- Everything, but has 
been transfigured into a vague, indefinite, indefinable ex- 
pression, subject to the whims of all and sundry in inter- 
pretation. To elucidate, it will not be amiss to cite an ex- 
ample not lacking in frequency of occurrence. A young man 
communicates with a friend of the opposite sex on the 
telephone. In reply to his query of what she intends to do 
011 this particular evening, it is quite common the modern 
girl to answer "Nothing". The reply of course is prepost- 
erous! The young woman is physically incapable of carry- 
ing out the idea expressed by the original definition of the 
word. She has intended in the event of not engaging in. any- 
thing more strenuous, to sew, to knit, to read, to think, or 
•at "least to contemplate her surroundings. Anticipating, how- 
ever, a suggestion, by the young man, of some activity to be . 
engaged in with mutu|| enjoyment, she deems her preme- 
diated plan as comparatively tasteless, and utters her es- 
timation of it aloud, by employing Nothing in a relative 
sense. It is indeed to be deplored that a word of such power 
originally defined in "Tlic Book of Books, and later em- 
ployed by "the Bard of Bards" to estimate man's position 
in the universe, should have degenerated into a merely 
relative term, to compare the respective pleasures derived 
from inane activities. 

• • • • 

It is uueccssary to give further examples of abuse or to 
elaborate more fully on the degradation of this expression. 
Some have hoped for its ultimate regeneration and others 
.have even suggested two remedies towards this end. The 
first is a suggestion that the press, with its great power and 
educational facilities could bring about a change .of .public- 
opinion regarding the definition of the word. The second

Broke Down 
At McGill 



The following anecdote concerns 
Sybil Thorndyke, the famous English 
actress wlio numbers among lier suc- 
cesses the title-role in Bernard 
Shaw's ".Saint Joan," and the part of 
Nurse Edith Cavell in the much dis- 
cussed film "Dawn." It Is taken from 
an article by her brother in the 
Strand Magazine for March. 

"In thos e days Sybil, besides being 
fat, had no control over her laughter. 
Anybody could make her giggle on 
the »ta«e. You bid only to whisper 
something silly to her and she would 
collapse. She got in a terrible row- 
over this at Montreal. She was play- 
ing Ceres in "The Tempest." They 
were doing it aa a pastoral in the 
grounds of McGill University. Sybil 
as the goddeaa made her entrance 
Into that beautiful campus full of 
solemnity dignity, and. as she thought 
beauty. She stepped back with a 
superb gesture to announce the ar- 
rival of her ataUr Juno, and tripped 
in a rablt-hol*. Her crown knocked 
Itzelf on ono side, the company col- 
lapsed at the absurd spectacle, and 
ari Juno entered she was confronted 
by a speechless Cerei. Sybil pull<vl 
hersilf together for moment in order 
to start the marriage song, which she 
usually performed on a high soprano, 
and she wm at once dismayed and 
destroyed by hearing her vole* come 
out a throaty tenor, a condition 
brought about by restrained laughter. 
It was too much for her. She kept 
afloat for a few lines— then collapsed.

Th© second suggestion mu«t 
also be thrown into discard, for It is 
too late now to eradicate from public 
consciousness the vulgar meaning of 
a word abused for centuries. The ex- 
pression dragged in the gutter can- 
not easily be eievated to Olympus. 

Thus I humbly bide with that small 
school of optimists, who hoping for 
the day when another Immortal Bard 
will arlso to redeem and regenerate 
the expression, meanwhile do their 
small share by never usjhi th* word, 
except for purposes of definition.

There were three "naturals'' for any

Technical Side Of 
Movies Exposed 

Virgil Pinkley Interviews 
College Men 

One of a series of interviews made

".Since you've asked ntc how a col- 
lege student can prepare himself fov 
lliq motion pi'Mitrc industry and how 
:i university training hah u'ded me, ! 
should say, at the outset, take a 
•i broad university , -ourse mid study 
t lie fino arts along with your specific 
study. In the making of n picture tvs 
nro compelled to work with people 
v ho are. jtiBt like folks in the other 
walks of lit". \Vc try to show a scene 
which Is supposed to have taken 
place several thousand miles away, 
nnd years ago.

If 
i hey are wrongly placed, the result 
will h« a. fa.ilure; the picture, 
mediocre. Poor pictures from the 
technical standpoint lowers the box 
office returns, and after all, it is the 
box office that counts. 

The work nf a technical director Is 
along definite lines and he does no!, 
work solely on theory, or supposition. 

His work Is the result of careful re- 
search, o.l osV observation, and Is pcr- 
hiips the finest, yet most potont in- 
fluence and determining factor In the 
development of a picture.

irate in the profitable lines, while 
other branches such as schools in 
rural communities, rt<„ would suffer. 
Acain. since private schools and uni- 
versities ofien get subsidies and 
grants from tile government, tho gov- 
ernment should havo control over 
them. 

Ken Norrls and T. E, Dattcey main- 
tained that education should not be 
tiibject to the whims and caprices of 
ignorant and self. gain seeking poli, 
tlclans. They argued thai education 
niust he approached with attention to- 
wards individual requirements and 
that this is posMHe In private schools 
otily. They claimed that the United 
Slates lacks a culture of its own, and 
that this I? the direct result of Its 
government controlled educational 
system, as compared lo ihe results 
accomplished by the private so.hoel 
system in England. 

M. M. Harris and N. W.. Morion 
then followed with the argument for 
the affirmative of "Resolved that as- 
sisted immigration is unsound policy.' 
They affirmed that assistance does 
not attract the right type of Inimi- 
grantr. They said that ir a country 
that is in need of Immigrants were to 
concentrate on the development of 
markets, and if its economic condi- 
tions were sound, the immigrants 
would flock in. As it is, ihe immi- 
grant, lured by colourful promîtes and 
the offer of assistance, emigrates, is 
toon discouraged, then he either îoçs. 
to the States, drifts to Ihe large citlej. 
or goes back home. 

The nepatlv* side compote! of T.I. 
Levlne a-nd A. Mltashefsky argued 
that monetary astlstanoe enables n 
government to choose among tho Im- 
migrants and to bring down the typo 
of men the country needs moat. They 
eontended that markets cannot be 
created without Iho production of 
goods, for which labour Is necessary. 
They also slated that whenever an 
Immigrant Is assisted, he In required 
to sign an agreement by which he 
promises lo pay back a certain 
amount of tho money, and obliges 
himself to stay on the land for a cer- 
tain time. 

Tho Judge of tho first debate was 
Hamilton (Uaddle) Smith, the judges 
for the second being, Olsner and Mil- 
ler Hyde. After the debate thè meet- 
ing was opened for discussion under 
Xhm c^ajr^anshJ p. of J, A CaJder.
